I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1968. 

The  Borough  covers  an  area  of  17,680  acres.  The  area  taken 
up  by  the  ’built  up'  area  of  the  Borough  has  been  increasing  steadily 
over  the  last. few  years. 

.  Social  Conditions 

Messrs.  J.  Heathcoat  and  its  subsidiaries  are  the  chief  source 
of  employment. 

The  Globe  Elastic  Thread  Company,  on  the  industrial  estate  at 
Kennedy  way,  manufactures  clastic  thread,  and  is  also  associated 
with  Messrs.  J.  Heathcoat  &  Co. 

Messrs.  Starkey,  Knight  &  Ford,  which  is  now  a  memher  of  the 
Y/hitbread  Group,  have  built  large  extensions  at  Howden  Industrial 
Estate. 

Yfeldcontrol  (Devon)  Ltd. ,  which  specialises  in  welding  is  now 
an  expanding  firm,  and  is  finding  its  present  premises  in 
Birchen  Lone  inadequate. 

Fenton’s  Manufacturing  Company  on  the  now  industrial  estate 
at  Kennedy  May  continues  to  manufacture  toilet  requisites. 

Poultry  and  egg  packing  are  two  smaller  industries  in  the  borough. 
Blundells  School,  a  large  public  school,  is  also  situated  in 
Tiverton.

I  consider  that  a  transport  service  should  be  provided 
for  patients  who  reside  in  the  lower  end  of  the  tovm,  who  are  too  debilitated 
to  walk  the  necessary  two  or  three  miles.

5 •  Hospital  Servic _es 

Since  September  1967,  a  capital  scheme  of  'the  renewal  of  engine, ring 
services  and  general  up-grading  of  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  has 
been  in  progress.  The  effect  of  this  scheme  hs.s  been  that  the  operating 
theatre  was  closed  for  5-  .months  and  the  number  of  beds  within  the 
hospital  reduced  from  50  to  16.  During  thes  period.  Maternity  was 
temporarily  housed  elsewhere  within  the  hospital.  Since  November 
1968,  the  number  of  beds  has  been  reduced  from  50  to  25,  including 
11  Maternity,  and  from  this  time,  surgery  has  been  back  to  normal. 

The  built-up  waiting  list  has  been  reduced  to  normal  proportions 
by  the  acute  beds,  total  14>  being  allocated  to  surgery  alone,  and  all 
acute  medical  work  being  sent  to  Post  Hill  Hospital. 

As  far  as  Post  Hill  and  Belmont  Hospitals  are  concerned,  nothing 
significant  has  occurred  throughout  the  year.

Fluoridation 

The  natural  content  of  the  Borough  Water  Supply  is  extremely  low  and  no 
provision  has  yet  been  made  to  add  fluoride  artificially* . 

Sewa&e  Disposal 

The  comparatively  rapid  growth  of  the  town  in  recent  years  has  caused 
the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  sytems  to  become  overloaded. 

However,  new  sewage  disposal  works  are  now  under  construction  and  nearing 
completion,  and  there  are  contracts  for  the  relaying  of  the  remainder 
of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  work  on  which  bias 
already  started. 

Public  Health  Service 

This  service  consists  of  one  Public  Health  Inspector  and  one  Clerk,  and 
I  consider  that  this  service  would  be  inadequate  to  deal  with  an 
emergency.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the_  Area 

The  Town's  water  supply  is  controlled  by  the  Month  Devon  Water 
Board  and  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Raw  water  is  sampled  by  the  later  Board  and  samples  for  chemical 
analysis  are  not  taken  by  the  Council. 

Fluoridation  is  not  carried  out  in  the  Borough. 

t  * 

The  Council  owns,  and  runs  a  swimming  bath.  The  bath  is  an  open 
air  one  and  is  in  use  during  the  summer  only.  The  water  is  obtained  from 
the  public  main  supply  and  a  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  keeps 
the  water  in  a  highly  satisfactory  condition.  Examination  of  four 
samples  taken  through  the  summer  months  showed  the  quality  as  consistently 
high  in  three  cases,  whilst  the  fourth  sample  showed  a  slight  count  of 
four 

The  population  of  Tiverton  Borough  has  risen  to  14,540  and  occupies 
5103  dwelling  houses  including  agricultural  premises. 

Of  these,  £0l+3>  housing  approximately  14,025  persons,  are  supplied 
rrom  public  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

The  remainder  of  60  houses,  have  t  eir  ovn  private  supply.

Poultry  Inspection 

There  is  one  poultry  processing  establishment  in  the  Borough  of  Tiverton. 

117  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  during  the  year.  Chickens  and  hens 
are  the  only  types  of  birds  processed  ana  the  number  killed  during  the  year 
amounted  to  644*770.  Of  these,  34-99  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  639*271  passed  as  satisfactory. 

The  processing  premises  are  of  a  modern  structure  and  a  high  standard 
•f  hygiene  is  maintained.  There  is  a  spotter  system  for  detecting  unsound 
birds  and  check  visits  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  at  freguent 

intervals.

It  will  oe  seen  that  although  a  total  of  113  visits  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  to  the  1 85  premises  registered  in  the  Borough,  only  29  General  Inspections 
ere  made,  being  mainly  confined  to  new  registrations  during  the  year.  The  balance 
of  84  visits  were  to  .remises  .here  previously  contraventions  were  known  to 
exist,  and  these  visits  have  not  been  classified  as  Tenoral  Inspections. 

Generally,  co-operation  of  occupiers  has  been  forthcoming  in  providing 
amenities  which  were  lacking.  There  ore  no  applications  for  exemption  from 
provisions  of  the  Act  during  the  year  and  no  prosecutions  for  contraventions.

Sewer  Tre atments 

Four  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year  using  S«dium  Fluor acetamide, 
following  which,  the  result  of  the  10  test  baiting  in  the  spring  of  1969, 
showed  that  the  sewer  system  had  been  completely  free  of  infestation. 

Penn  Traps_ 

These  were  permanently  maintained  on  16  premises  ..here  it  was  intended  that 
the  positioning  of  traps  would  intercept  rats  on  possible  routes  into  the  town 
from  the  adjoining,  countryside. 

Contracts 

There  are  14  concerns  in  the  town  which  have  contracts  with  the  Co.  ncil  for  the 
destruction  of  rodents.  Visits  to  these  premises  vary  in  regularity  from 
daily  to  once  e^ory  six  weeks  according  to  need.
